MEMORIAL DAY 


Origin of the Beautiful Services Observed | 
by the Grand Army: 


‘The quiet graves of our country's braves, 

Through torty Junes and Decembers; 

Have solemly lain, under snow and rain, 

And yet the Natlon remembers.’ 

In the summer of 1862 Memorial Day 
had its birth and first religious services, 
within the historic walls of Fort Sumter, 
in Charleston — proud Charleston, , by 
the sea. It was a happy inspiration that 
animated the hearts of a few patriotic 
ladies of South Carolina, to obtain per- 
mission from Southern officers, to pay a 
fitting tribute of remembrance to our 
fallen braves, within the war battered 
fortification, that received the first shot 
fired by the Southern Confederacy, in 
the great Civil War. 
Robert Anderson of Kentucky, was in 
command of.the grrrison at Fort Sum- 
ter, and Gen. Beauregard of the other 
forts in Charleston harbor... Upon the 
former refusing tocomply with the de- 
mand of the Confederate general to 
surrender, the latter opened fire upon 
the fort. Sumter replied with a shot. 
The bombardment _thus_ started. contin- 
vied thirty-six hours, a part of two days, 
when Major Anderson's ammunition be- 
came exhausted. ‘The fort had ignited, 
and the commanding officer ordered the 
United States flag lowered aiid the gar- 
rison reluctantly surrendered to the in- 
evitable, marching out of the-fort Sun- 
day morning, Apri] 14. There was no 
loss of life on either side. Three years 
later, after the evacuation of Charleston 
by the Confederate army, the Union 
forces that were encamped near by, 
erected batteries, and bombarded Fort 
Sumter until it was a shapeless mass of 
ruins, and shelled the city of Charleston. 
leaving the entire lower half uninhabit- 
able, Subsequently, after the fall of 
Richmond, the capitol of the Confeder- 
acy, andthe surrender of Gen. Robert 
E. Lee to Gen. Grant at’ Appomattox, 
April 9, 1865. President Lincoln ap- 
pointed a day of National thanksgiving— 
to the God of Nations—for “the close of 
the war, and the preservation of the 
Union” to take place on the fourth an- 
sbysiganpof the attack of Fort Sumter. 

On.that day in accordance with an ex- 
p&ssed wish of the President a wish 
that lay very near his heart—an escort 
accompanied- Major Anderson to Charles- 
ton, and that officer, again raised the 
Stars and Stripes over the‘ruins of what 
was once Fort Sumter. — ‘Two -days-dater 
the great Lincoln died a martyr to his 
country,by-a pistol shot from the hand 
of the conspirator Booth. 

In 1863 the graves of those who fell on 
the bloody field of Fredericksburg, Va., 
were decorated. _ The soil of this ceme- 
tery isenriched by thé blood, and conse- 
crated by the burial of fifteen thousand 
soldiers. 
battle ground of the war. Upward of 
seventy three thousand’ soldiers—the 
blue and the gray—are buried’ in the 
National cemeteries of that state—the 
home of Washington and _ Jefferson, 
founders and sfipporters, of this glori- 
ous Republic off the United States. 

Their names stood high in the coun- 
cils and annals of the new nation. 

Born subjects of a king, they died dis- 
tinguished citizens of a--Republie—there 
is the difference, subject and oitizen— 
illustrious representatives of the un- 
titled novility of America. 

In-1864 ‘memorial services were held 
on the hallowed ground of, Gettysburg. 
If there is any pre-eminence: in the dis- 
tinguishing features of any one National 
cemetery may it not be Gettysburg? 
The terrible battle waged upon Pennsyl- 
vania soil, baptised with freeman’s 
blood, and transformed by a grateful na- 
tion, into a great burial ground, for tne 
bodies of men who fell in battle, on that 
memorable first three days of July, 1863. 

Massive monuments mark the position 
of our victorious forces, and our brave 
foes, in this decisive struggle. There

Within this Republic are upward of 
eighty national cemeteries, in or near, 
the battlefield where the soldiers fought 
and died for the flag they loved so well. 
National cemeteries for soldiers and 
sailors originated in 1850, ‘when the 
army bill of that year included an ap- 
propriation of money to be expended 


The gallant major | for the purchase of land for a cemetery, 


near the City of Mexico, for the inter- 
ment of the sailors and soldiers, who 
fell in the Mexican War. 

In the sister republic of Mexico, “All 
Souls Day” is annually celebrated as 
Memorial Day. From early morn the 
cemeteries are crowded with people 
visiting and decorating the. graves_of. 
“Many of the mounds are 
completely concealed with flowers. The 
entire grounds present ‘the appearance 
of an immense“ flower bed whose de- 
licious perfume fills the balmy Novem- 
ber air, maybe. best described in. the 
words of Moir, the Scotch poet, 

“As if from out Elysium’s bowers 

From brightest gold to deepest blue, 
Blossoms of every form and hue 
Had fallen to earth in radiant showers.” 

Mexico is aland of perpetual bloom, 
flowers are very: cheap, which. may ac- 
count for the reason the monument 
erected to the American soldiers who 
fell in the valley of Rio Grande, in 1847, 
strangers in a strange land, under com- 
mand of our victorious Gen. Winfield 
Scott, is remembered and ‘decorated 
with exotics, rich in coloring-and fra- 
grance.

Prof. Smyth 


| Many friends. were .in attendance at 
the South chureh Jast Saturday after- 
noon to pay the last marks of ‘respect to 
the late Dr. Richards. 

The services were conducted by Rev. 
J.oJ. Blair and Rey. F. RoShipman with 
the following address given by Dr. Rich- 
ard's life long friend, Prof. Smyth. In- 
terment was in the South cemetery, 

Prof. Smyth spoke as follows: ¢ 

We meet as mourners; as those, also, 
who bring offerings of gratitude and love. 

Our town lias lost one of its most emi- 
nent citizens; this church a pillar; this 
community, the head of one of, those 
homes which are the primary sources of 
all that is truest, purest, sweetest in its 
life; one of the noblest callings minis- 
trant to its welfare is deprived of a 
thoroughly educated, wise, skillful, self- 
sacrificing, beloved representative. 

Yet’ we will not permit our sense of 
Joss to repress our thankfulness for so 
great. blessings received. Well may we 
bring wreaths to his bier and palms to 
his. burial... ‘The. children,-who on-their 
way to and from school go by his house, 
have not only, as they have passed and 
re-passed during these last few days, 
hushed their voices, but they have 
gathered in their. play-time flowers in 
the fields and left them at his door in 
token of their love. He had the child- 
like heart .which children understand 
and the Lord of all enjoined, and .to 
which open the hearts of men-and the 
Kingdom of Heaven. 

We are members one of another, Life 
is an organism. Each part is related to 
every other. Each has its office and 
function. But there are two callings 
which peculiarly bring. those who dis- 
charge them worthily into contact with 
the more intimate experiences of human 
life, and elicit confidence and affection— 
those of the pastor and the doctor, and 
perhaps, most of all, thé Village pastor 
and the village doctor.

contact with atype of oulture which em- 
bodied much of what was most refined 
and chivalrous in the civilization where 
the Norimans united with the Saxons to 
| produce a people capable at once of 
highest retinement ‘and sturdiest tough- 
ness and force. Dr. Richards had -the 
physical qualities of an athlete, the fine- 
ness of a gentleman, the conscience of a 
Puritan. 

Eager and .undaunted in his desire for 
knowledge of his. chosen profession he 
studied abroad as well as at home, made 
available the researches of foreign 
teachers, and broadened his range of 
thought and life. He kept himself also 
in touch with other sources: of power- 
rested and refreshed himself with arts 
of the nand and the eye, with poetry of 
noble strain and expanding horizons, of 
; restful cadences and exhaustless sugges- 
{ tions of astrength and purity and tran- 
quility beyond all that is imaged in skies 
or woodlands or mountain summits. His 
was arich, deep inward life—and, deepest 
and richest of all, its sensé of: the 
Majesty of God; of his unutterable holi- 
ness; of his infinite wisdom and good- 
| ness: of the truth of his revelation of 
Himself in Holy Scripture, and in the 
| Person of the redeeming Son of Man and 
Son of God. 

I need not speak here, where for so 
| many years he was a teacher of the word 
'of God,of how thorough, extensive, ac- 
curate, discriminating, was his know-

The Memorial Hall library has. re- 
cently procured, through the agency of 
Mr. F. ©. Baldwin, the nine supplemen- 
tary volumes of the Encyclopaedia Bri- 
tannica, bringing thatggreat work down 
to date.

| Hearing Begun Before. the 
James A, Gillis, in Lawrence. 


Testimony by Road Officials. 


The hearing was opened in the offic 
of Knox, Coulgon & Currier this morn- 
ing, before James A. Gillis of Salem as 
master, in the case. of tne Middirton 
and Danvers street railway company 
against the selectmen of North Ando- 
ver to determine whether or noc the 
town officials have the right to prevent |

material. He also admitted that the 
road. had not neen-able- to -complete 
all the work which it intended to 
do on the streets in question, first-be- 


cause cold) weather came before it 
could be attended to, and second be- | 
cuuse the selectmen had prevented 
further attempts by obstructing thre 


road. and placing policemen on guard 


He declared’ that everything but cers} 


ttintrittar details had been rooked af- 
ter and that these would have been ai- 
tended to long ago but for the action | 
of the selectmen. 

He said that the road is. willing to | 
do what .the court shall order done, 
but that it objetts to doing anything 
which if is not required by law to do, 
“And the contention of the road is,” he 
said, “that there is no law which will 
require us to do what the selectmen 
insist upon. We claim that, with the 
exception of minor details, we have 
done all that we were called. upon..to 
do: We do’ not believe that we have 
done anything to forfeit our franchise. 
We do not think it is incumbent upon 
us to place a Street which,- was--in 
fourth class condition when we entered 


it in first class condition. Further- | 
more the work we did at the Sutton) 
mills penstock was not only approved | 


by the railroad commissioners but also | 
by the chairman, of the board of se- 
leétmen of the town. We constructed 
our road at that point so that there 
was no weight on the penstock and if 
it leaks now it certainly is. not our 
fault. 

“The real issue is whether or not the 
selectmen of North Andover have the 
right to prevent us from running our} 
road. We claim that by their order ob- 
structing our tracks they have taken 
the law into their own hands, a move 
which they have no right to make. 


“We claim of course that our fran- 
chise has not been revoked. If I under- 
stand the situation rightly the select- 


men contend that, regardless of the 
statutes, they had a right to revoke 
because of our alleged failure to carry 
out certain conditions in the franchise. 
We are certainly of a different opinion, 
The whole controversy here is based 
on different interpretation of the law.” 

Mr. Gillis inquired the significance of 
the vote of the ¢Tfizens of North An- 
dover at the-reeent-spectal town meet- 
ing and Mr. Knox said that the meet- 
ing was held simply to get the senti- 
ment of the town as regards the stand 
the selectmen had taken in the controv. 
ersy. 

A recess Was then taken for lunch 
and this afternoon Mr. Gillis, the law- 
yers, railway officials and town officials 
went to North Andover and viewed 
the tracks of the Haverhill & Andover 
line from Andover to Bradford. 

The hearing was resumed again this 
morning before the master, James A. 
Gillis, the officials of the road, the sel- 
ectmen of. North Andover ‘and sum- 
monsed parties being present. 

Most of the time was consumed in fur- 
nishing documentary evidence. Wit- 
nesses were sworn in in behalf of the 
railroad and Chas. Harrington, treasurer 
of the Andover & Haverhill and Middle- | 
ton & Danvers roads, first testified and | 
stated that the cost of building the road 
was $200,000, 

The civil engineer of the road _fol- | 
lowed with his testimony and produced 
the plans which had been accepted by 
the selectmen of the town. 

An adjournment took place at noon 
and anotber session was held this after- | 
noon. It, will be sometime, however, be- 
fore all the testimony is in.
